Perhaps it is because 
of 
a 
mocking of hum an attributes that 
we laugh at the coon; if we did 
not smile, we m ight take offense! 
There are few wild anim als so 
hum an in their actions. Even the 
hand of the coon resem bles the 
hand of a child, and the coon can 
cry w ith a heart-w ringing human 
quality. The sight of a mother 
coon 
m aking 
her lazy 
babies 
climb a tree by spanking t h e i r 
furry bottom s is a sight to be re­ 
m em bered forever. And anyone 
who has ever had a young one for 
a pet w ill never forget how it 
reaches its little fist through the 
bars of its cage, begging for « 
morsel of food o r affection. 
The coon is not a true desert 
anim al, as he needs a good deal 
of w ater. But th at does not mean 
that the desert is w ithout them 
—not by any means. Along irriga­ 
tion ditches and in the watered 
canyons the coon abounds. 
In­ 
deed, there is even a race of coons 
found now here except 
in 
the 
Colorado desert. 
Even Get Spankings 
If you are lucky, and have good 
eyes for seeing in the dark, you 
may see a fam ily of these de­ 
lightful anim als this m onth 
or 
next, for now is the beginning 
of the season for the birth of 
young ones. They arrive usually 
in groups of four, although the 
litter m ay vary from three to six. 
These babies are replicas in m in­ 
iature of the did folks, w ith short­ 
er tails and com paratively longer 
fur. And their curiosity knows no 
bounds; they m ust 
investigate 
everything. T heir poor mothers 
really have their hands full, keep­ 
ing these imps out of mischief, 
and it frequently is necessary for 
them to resort to a good, old- 
fashioned spanking. 
These fam ilies will be seen only 
at night, as no self-respecting 
raccoon allows him self to be seen 
by day. They spend th eir days 
in dark places, in holes, and never 
come out of th eir own accord un ­ 
til w ell after sunset. Then they 
fare forth in th e eternal animal 
quest of food. 
Diet Is Varied 
The coon is not hard to please 
in the m atter of diet; in fact, 
there are few things he will not 
eat. Crayfish, frogs, corn, small

mammals, birds, eggs, reptiles, in ­ 
sects, fruits, nuts, and alm ost an y ­ 
thing else you can think of. 
B ut 
he is fastidious to a degree in 
the m atter of the cleanliness of 
his sustenance. His food m ust be 
clean before his lips touch it. It 
is one of the w orld's most fas­ 
cinating sights to w atch a coon 
stealthily creep up on an unaw are 
frog, grab the frog w ith a light­ 
ning flash of his hands, then p ro ­ 
ceed to wash it carefully in the 
very w ater in which he caught 
it! This w ashing is accom plished 
by dipping the object frequently, 
and continually turning and ru b ­ 
bing it in the hands. He stops oc­ 
casionally and peers closely at 
the morsel, apparently to see if it 
is clean enough to be fit to eat; 
if so, he devours it w ithout fu rth ­ 
er ado, and if not, he washes it 
some more. This habit may be 
carried to ridiculous 
extrem es, 
such as w hen the w ater is not 
clean; the w ashing goes on ju st 
the same. 
Is Good Clim ber 
This anim al is quite a g o o d 
climber, as much at hom e in the 
branches as on the ground, and it 
will often take to the trees at the 
threat of danger. 
The coon has been unfortunate 
in one respect; it has a beautiful 
coat of fur, and 
m any 
people 
covet it. As a result, th e coon has 
long been subject to trap s and 
guns and hound-dogs, 
and 
in 
some areas it has com pletely dis­ 
appeared. 
Its num bers are re ­ 
duced everyw here. 
There is no other anim al of this 
region th a t can be confused w ith 
the coon. It is rath er heavy-bod­ 
ied, about th irty inches long, w ith 
a long bushy tail. This tail is rin g ­ 
ed w ith bold bars of black; this 
feature, 
together w ith 
the in ­ 
tensely black m ask across 
th e 
eyes, render the anim al, unm is­ 
takable. The ears are erect and 
seem to be constantly on the alert 
to catch any sound. 
In spite of its good nature and 
good looks, the coon is occasion­ 
ally guilty of a raid on a poultry 
yard, w here it eats the eggs and 
young chicks. This habit is, how ­ 
ever, confined to certain indivi­ 
duals w hich should be rem oved 
the w hole coon tribe should not 
suffer because of the depreda­ 
tions of one individual. Too, m any

erato r will be considered “non- 
residential.”
